S minister to china or to any other 
country to recognize the independence 
of any Island in revolt The United 
States does not recognize the Cuban 
rebels, and the movement In Formosa 
can not la- n-garded a* anything mora 
than a i.-l ell: -n against Japan. 

The idea of a republican form of 
government la-ing f firmed In Formosa 
Is trcatc ! with »ome dcrison a the. de 
partment The population of Formosa 
la composed of savages, reclaimed sav- 
age* and Chinese immigrant*. The 
latter are of the lowest chvsaea, and 
the people there, it is declared, would 
not know what a republk-an 
form of government la. It to 
thought Bin' likely that an oligarchy 1* 
In control of the island. It la believed 
at the department that the trouble has 
arisen over the fear of the inhabitants 
of Formosa that the Jupanese will take 
away the property the people have ac- 
quired. When they understand that 
the treaty ceiling Formoaa confirms all 
teas and holdiug* the population will 
have a different feeling toward the new 
possessor, of the island. The Japa- 
nese legation here ho* roceived nO ad- 
vices on the ntbeliion in Formoaa and 
the establishment of an independent 
republic.

-The hala-us 
eorpu* case of Kugenr V. Detas eL aL, 
growing out of tha general railroad 
strike at t^hicago last summer, was de- 
cided to the supreme court of the 
United States Monday, Its unanimous 
oplnkin being read by Justice Itrewer. 

Summing up, the court said: "We 
hold that the government of the United 
States Is one having Jurisdiction over 
every fis.t of soil within it* territory, 
and acting directly upon each citizen; 
that while it la a government of 
enumerated powers. It haa within the 
limits of those powers all the attributes 
of sovereignty; that to It Is com- 
mitted power over interstate commerce 
and the transmission of the mall; that 
the [lowers thus conferred U|sm the 
national government are not dnmiunnt, 
but havo been assumed and put into 
practical exercise by the legislation 
of congress; that in the exercise of 
those power* it is competent for tho 
nation to remove all obstructions upon 
highways, natural or artificial, to the 
passage of the interstate commerce of 
the carrying of the mall; that while 
It may be competent for the govern- 
ment {through the executive branch 
and In the use of the entire executive 
power of the nation) forcibly remove 
nil such obstructions. It Is equally 
within It* competency to appeal to civil 
courts tor an Inquiry and determina- 
tion as to the existence and character 
of any alleged obstruction*, and If 
such are found to e xlat, or threaten to 
occur, to Invoke the power ot those 
courts to remove or restrain such ob- 
struction*; that the jurisdiction of 
courts In Interfere la such mat- 
ters by injunction Is one recog- 
nized from ancient times and hy 
Indubitable authority; that such 
jurisdiction la not ousted by the 
fact that obstructions are ac 
pan led by or consist of acta, in them- 
aelvea vhdatlnna of the criminal laws; 
that the proceeding by Injunction la of 
a civil character and may be enforced 
by priK-redlngs In contempt; that the 
penalty for a violation of such Injunc- 
tion Is no substitute for and no defense 
to a prosecution for criminal offenses 
committed in the course of such viola- 
tlou." 

The writ of habcaa corpus was re- 
fused.

When the triul was renamed In 
the old RaOaf court Saturday morning 
Sir Frank Uwkwood continued hi* ad- 
dress to the jury for tho prosecution. 

Sir Frank Lock wood expressed hope 
that the Jury would not regard Wllde'a 
letters a* "prose porms," but would 
appreciate them at their proper level. 

Sir K'twnrd clnrkc angrily objected 
to tho language uaed by the pmae- 
eutlng counsel, nnd a heated argument 
tietwecn the two ensued. After a pro- 
tracted wrangle the Judge interfered. 

Mr I.ockwiiod finished hi* address 
by saving that Wilde's own odmlaalona 
pointed conclusively b> hla guilt 

The judge. In summing np, aald 
Wilde had confessed that his conduct 
in regard to I^ird Alfred Douglaa had 
been such thut he (thu Judge) could not 
ask tlie jury in the previous trial to 
say that there waa do ground for 
charging him with having poacd aa a 
criminal. 

The judge, In the oourae of hi* 
charge '• the jury, dealt with each of

The di-pntch of Minister Dcnby an 
Doa Dei nfl the declaration of Formosan 
Independence is not taken seriously at 
the state ihqinrttnctit. The informa 
tlon contained In the dispatch wai 
taken ut the .ltqmrtment lo mean that 
the minister mvaitcd instructions to 
recognize the new government, or that 
It was In a position to be reoognircd 
by the I nite.t states, llut there Is not 
likely t<> I.- any such action taken by 
the government, nor would Minister 
Ik'iihy Is- justitiod In taking any *uch 
step The I luted stales rcoignitos For- 
m. i is Is-louging to .1 *|ian, and no 
matter w hat may lie tho form of gov- 
ernment which the revolutionist* of 
the island may have organised, a rec- 
ognition of the independence of the 
Island w ould 1.' distinctly an unfriendly 
act toward .lu|<ais It I* not for th* U. 
8. minister to china or to any other 
country to recognize the independence 
of any Island in revolt The United 
Suites doc* not recognize the Cuban 
rebels, and the movement In Formosa 
can not lie rcgnrded as anything more 
than a retiolllnn against Japan. 

The idea of a republican form of 
government Is'lug formed In Formosa 
Is treated with mime derlson at tlie de- 
partment. The population of Formosa 
is coui|Miseil of sn\ nges, reclaimed sav- 
ages und Chinese immigrant*. The 
Utter are of the lowest classes, and 
the people there It is declared, would 
not know what a republican 
form of government la It la 
thought more likely that an oligarchy la 
In control of the lsl»nd. It Is bollcTod 
at the ilepartmcnt that the trouble ha* 
arisen over the fear of the inhabitant* 
of Formosa that the Japanese will take 
away Ihe property the inwple have ac- 
quired. When they under*tand that 
the treaty ceding Formosa confirm* all 
fees und holdiugs the population will 
have u different feeling toward tho new- 
possessors of the island. The Japa- 
nese legation here has recelvod no ad- 
vice* on the rebellion in Formosa and

mitted power over interstate commerce 
and the transmission of the mull; that 
the power* thu* conferred upon the 
national government are not dominant, 
but huve been unsumed and put into 
practical rxerclse by the legislation 
of congrea*; that in the exercise of 
those powrrs it is competent for the 
nation to remove all obstructions upon 
hlghwsys, natural or artificial, to the 
passage of tho interststc commerce of 
the carrying of the mail; that while 
it may bo competent for the govern- 
ment Ithrough the executive branch 
and In the use of the entire executive 
power of the nation) forcibly remove 
all auch obstructiona, it Is equally 
within its competency to appeal to civil 
courts for an Inquiry and determina- 
tion aa to the exlatence and character 
of any alleged obstruction*, and II 
such are found to exiat, or threaten to 
occur, to Invoke the power of those 
courts to remove or restrain auch ob- 
struction*; that the Juri*dlotlun of 
court* to Interfere In such mat- 
ter* by injunction i* one recog- 
nized from ancient tlmea and by 
Indubitable authority; that auch 
jurladictton I* Dot ousted hy the 
tact that obstruction* are accom- 
panied by or consist of acta, In thrm- 
■elve* vlolatlooa of the criminal lawa; 
that the proceeding by Injunction 1* ol 
a civil character and may lie enforced 
by proceeding* in contempt; that the 
[. unity for a violation of such injunc- 
tion Is no substitute for and no detense 
to a prosecution lor criminal offenses 
committed in the course ol such viola- 
tion."

Hon. Josiati Patterson thus slat- 
ed the history of the |S*l few 
years in a speech delivered recent- 
ly! 

"Mr. Cleveland time and again 
warned the couutrv during his first 
Administration that the Bland 
Alliton act woiiIJ lead to disa.-ti I 
He was nnt heeded because at thai 
time the confidence of ll.e people 
ami ol the world in our currency 
were unimpaired. .On the 14th ol 
July, I860, the Maud- Allison act 
was repealed and the Sherman act 
was passed, whereby the (lovern- 
ment was required to purchase 
4500,001) ounces ol silver each 
month. This meant MAOtyOOO ev- 
ery ten years for all time to come. 
Who, with the experiences through 
which we have passed, will wonder 
that commerce under these condi- 
tions should have taken alarm? 
When Mr. Cleveland retired from 
the Presidency on tie 4th of March. 
1889, such was the confidence in 
the currency that 90 |>er cent, of all 
money which entered the Treasuty 
through the custom-houses was 
paid in gold. On the 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1891, it had fallen to 75 |>er 
cent. Our securities from abroad 
then began to seek our markets 
and by the 1st of January, 1 892. it 
had fallen to 4 J per cent. We 
could then see a cloud in the hori- 
zon which forbode that there might 
beastorm. By the 1st day of Jan 
nary. 1893, the gold receipts 
amounted to only 8 per cent, of our 
revenues, and then the rising storm 
was plainly visible. On the 4th ol 
March, 1892. when Mr. Cleveland 
was inaugurated a second time, i' 
had fallen to 4 per cent, und >ou 
could then hear the muttering* of 
the thunder and Be.' the lightning'i 
flash as the cjclone approached 
By the. 1st of April, IMS, the gold 
receipts had fallen to - per cent 
and then India suspended the free 
coinage of silver, and it took a wild 
leap downward, and gold ceased 
entirely to How into the Treasury. 
For sixty days prior to the date on 
which Mr. Cleveland called Con 
gress into extra session not one 
grain of gold found ils way into 
the Treasury of the United Stales, 
The country, like a Heavy laden 
ship, storm-ridden and rocking in 
the trough ol an angry sea, w_* 
literally swallowed up in the niael 
strum of a great financial panic 
After a long struggle the purchas- 
ing clause of Ihe Sherman iaw was 
repealed and ufl jaedialely some de- 
gree of confidence was felt in the 
pulsations of trade and commerce. 
Gold again (lowed into the Treas- 
ury, sporadically, one day reaching 
50 per cent, of the revenues. Then 
again Congress convened on the 
1st day of December and Ihe coun- 
try was again flooded with free sil- 
ver literature. Such was the OppO* 
silion that the Administration met 
at the hands of Congress that re- 
turning confidence was chilled ami 
gold again ceaBed to go into the 
Treasury. The whcie world seem- 
ed to take alarm at the frantic a|e 
peals which were then being made 
for the free coinage of silver and 
stagnation ruled in all the marts ol 
trade and commerce. Distrusting 
our currency, the people drained 
the gold reserve out ol the Treas- 
ury. It had fallen trom 1100,000.- 
000 to 140,000,000. Mr. Carlisle 
advertised and sold (50,1X10,000 of 
bonds for gold. The purchasers 
drew the gold out of the Treasury 
to pay lor the bond.', and 
the country secured no rebel. An- 
other *50,000,000 was so'd with the 
same result. At this time Ihe coun- 
try was iu extreme distress, and it 
is a fact that in the open markets 
of '.he world a preference was shown 
for the bonds of the little kingdom 
of Portugal over the bonds of this 
great country. Then it was thai 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle 
called into consuliatien the great- 
est bankers of the world. It 
was their purpose not only to bring 
gold into the country, hut to pre- 
vent the gold reserve from furlhur 
drainage. These bankers offered 
to purchase at par at 3 per cent.

The road question is again com- 
ing to the front hi Law rciicc coun- 
ty. The (.nnt need of panxablc 
r..ad- i- forcing Ih, people to a state 
of mind which they have not Im>- 
fore known on this matter. II is 
becoming evident to nil that no 
cmi-iderable progress can In- made 
until a system of thoroughfares 
shall have been eslablinhml, and 
provision made for their minute 
nance. 

The building of gixxl roads Is ex- 
pensive, even though they h. only 
dirt roads, and therefore the great 
u. .'easily of pnx'eeding In the prop 
er manner. When done properly 
and economically, the MpeMO is 
fully jll-tilied. 

Lawrence county ban no funds 
available for this purpose and will
